West Orange - While 
attending Congresswoman Bonnie 
Watson Coleman's Gun Violence 
Prevention Roundtable on June 29, 
NJ2AS President Alexander Roubian 
attempted to ask why she would be 
advocating for stricter sentencing and 
laws for firearms while her sons served 
a fraction of their sentence for armed 
robbery.

Judge Nap Blasts Obama

Judge Andrew Napolitano 
appeared on "Fox and Friends" this 
morning to react to a bombshell report 
that the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives (ATF) is 
illegally stockpiling the personal 
information of gun owners. 

Judge Napolitano explained 
that the government is supposed to 
gather that information for statistical 
purposes only, and they are mandated 
to destroy identifiable information such 
as names and addresses. 

The report from the U.S. 
Government Accountability Office 
(GAO), however, found that the ATF is 
not adhering to that policy. 

"Congress decided that 
since the states regulate guns - not the 
federal government - the federal 
government would never be able to 
keep a list of every gun owner and 
every gun owned by that person," 
Judge Napolitano said. "But they are." 

He attributed this disturbing 
revelation to the anti-gun policies of the 
Obama administration: "This lawless 
administration has broken that law and 
retained that information." 

He warned that this is not 
only illegal, it gives a future anti-gun 
president or administration the ability to 
harass gun owners and possibly even 
confiscate their firearms.

Federal Agents Went 
Undercover to Spy on Anti- 
Fracking Movement 

When more than 300 
protesters assembled in May at the 
Holiday Inn in Lakewood, Colorado — 
the venue chosen by the Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) for an 
auction of oil and gas leases on public 
lands — several of the demonstrators 
were in fact undercover law 
enforcement agents, according to 
emails obtained by The Intercept. 

The “Keep it in the Ground" 
movement is raising pressure on the 
Obama administration to curtail 
hydraulic fracturing, known as fracking, 
and coal mining on federal public lands. 

The emails, which were 
obtained through an open records act 
request, show that the Lakewood 


Police Department and federal agents 
went undercover among the protesters. 

The emails further show 
that police monitored Keep it in the 
Ground participating groups such as 
350.org, Break Free Movement, 
Rainforest Action Network, and 
WildEarth Guardians, while relying 
upon intelligence gathered by 
Anadarko, one of the largest oil and 
gas producers in the region. 

The protesters waved signs 
and marched outside of the Holiday 
Inn. The auction went on as planned 
and there were no arrests. 

BLM reimbursed the 
Lakewood police for costs associated 
with covering the protest, the emails 
and a scanned copy of the check show. 

During a congressional 
hearing in March, Neil Kornze — the 
agency’s Director and former senior 
policy advisor for Senate Minority 
Leader Harry Reid — appeared to 
compare the anti-fracking activists to 
the armed anti-government militia 
members who occupied the Malheur 
National Wildlife Refuge in Oregon. 

The bureau maintains its own 
force of special agents to investigate 
crimes committed on public lands. The 
website for the agency notes that 
“investigations may require the use of 
undercover officers, informants, 
surveillance and travel to various 
locations throughout the United States."

FBI Encouraged Shooter to 
‘Tear Up Texas’ 

Days before an ISIS 
sympathizer attacked a cartoon contest 
in Garland, Texas, he received a text 
from an undercover FBI agent. 

“Tear up Texas,” the agent 
messaged Elton Simpson days before 
he opened fire at the Draw Muhammad 
event, according to an affidavit filed in 
federal court Thursday. 

“U know what happened in 
Paris,” Simpson responded. “So that 
goes without saying... No need to be 
direct." 

The texts were included in the 
indictment of Erick Jamal Hendricks of 
Charlotte, NC. He was charged with 
conspiring to provide material support 
to ISIS. The 35-year-old tried to recruit 
Americans to form an ISIS cell and 
introduced an undercover agent to one 
of the Draw Muhammad attackers, 
according to the FBI. 

But Hendricks also asked the 
undercover officer about the Draw 
Muhammad event’s security, size, and 
police presence, during the event. 




The affidavit does not specify 
what the undercover responded to 
questions about size and security. 

FBI spokeswoman Carol 
Cratty hung up on The Daily Beast after 
being asked about the “tear up Texas” 
text. 

Simpson and his accomplice, 
Nadir Soofi, opened fire on police 
officers, injuring one of them slightly. 
Both men were killed in the altercation. 

Hendricks’s arrest means that 
every major U.S. attack was linked to 
FBI investigation before it happened, 
Seamus Hughes, deputy director of the 
Program on Extremism at George 
Washington University, told The Daily

Gun salesman-in-chief: 52,600

Congressional Research Service study 
private gun ownership jumped from 192 
million in 1994 to 309 million in 2009.

3.2 in 2011. 

Newly released Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
numbers show the “firearm homicide 
rate” at 3.43 per 100,000 in 2014.

In summary, the 192 million 
privately owned guns in 1994 swelled 
to 309 million in 2009 and continued to 
grow by leaps and bounds thereafter.

The White House 
Correspondents’ Association (WHCA) 
is "alarmed by the treatment of the 
press", leaders wrote in an op-ed 
published by USA Today July 14. 

Current WHCA President 
Carol E. Lee and incoming President 
Jeff Mason wrote that both presumptive 
nominees for president, Donald Trump 
and Hillary Clinton, threaten the press 
and undermine the First Amendment.

New LA Law Takes on 
Stingray Spying 

BATON ROUGE, La. (Aug. 
1, 2016) - Today, a Louisiana law goes 
into effect requiring a court order for the 
use of “stingrays” to track the location 
of phones and sweep up electronic 


communications. The law will not only 
protect privacy in the state, but will also 
hinder the federal surveillance state. 

House Bill 254 blocks the 
use of cell site simulators, known as 
“stingrays.” These devices essentially 
spoof cell phone towers, tricking any 
device within range into connecting to 
the stingray instead of the tower, 
allowing law enforcement to sweep up 
communications, as well as track the 
person in possession of a specific 
phone or other electronic device. 

Under the new law, police 
must obtain a court order before using 
a stingray device in most cases. 

Law enforcement must 
delete any information captured on 
people not named in the court order, 
and to delete any metadata collected 
from a target within 35 days if there is 
no probable cause to support the belief 
that such information is evidence of a 
crime. 

The law does provide for a 
narrow set of exceptions during 
“exigent circumstances.” Even then, 
police must get a court order within 72 
hours. The law excepts searches for 
missing persons, lost phones, locating 
parole violators and other reasonable 
purposes. 

Under the old policy, police 
in Louisiana could track and even listen 
in to conversations with no restrictions 
or limitations. 

The federal government 
funds the vast majority of state and 
local stingray programs, and requires 
agencies to sign non-disclosure 
agreements. This throws a giant shroud 
over the program, even preventing 
judges, prosecutors and defense 
attorneys from getting information 
about the use of stingrays in court. The 
feds actually instruct prosecutors to 
withdraw evidence if judges or 
legislators press for information. As the 
Baltimore Sun reported last fall, a 
Baltimore detective refused to answer 
questions on the stand during a trial, 
citing a federal non-disclosure 
agreement. 

As privacysos.org put it, 
“The FBI would rather police officers 
and prosecutors let ‘criminals’ go than 
face a possible scenario where a 
defendant brings a Fourth Amendment 
challenge to warrantless stingray 
spying.” 

Some privacy advocates 
argue that stingray use can never 
happen within the parameters of the 
Fourth Amendment because the 
technology necessarily connects to 
every electronic device within range. 
And the information collected by these 
devices undoubtedly ends up in federal 


data bases. The feds can share and 
tap into vast amounts of information 
gathered at the state and local level 
through a system known as the 
“information sharing environment” or 
ISE. In other words, stingrays create 
the potential for the federal government 
to track the movement of millions of 
Americans with no warrant, no 
probable cause, and without the people 
even knowing it.

Judge Disqualifies 
Warrantless ‘Stingray’

On Thursday, a US federal 
judge in New York delivered a crucial 
rebuke to the government’s warrantless 
use of stingrays - the colloquial name 
for cell-site simulators. 

In a 14-page opinion, the 
judge ruled that the government could 
not use its stingray to locate a drug 
suspect, asleep in his apartment. As a 
result of the ruling, the judge 
suppressed the evidence found in the 
man’s bedroom—a kilogram of 
cocaine—likely effectively ending the 
case. 

In March 2016, a state 
appeals court in Maryland reached a 
similar finding, but this is believed to be 
the first federal ruling of its kind.

The cock¬ 
sure criminal casually informs the 
show’s stars that the town’s residents 
have standing orders to ensure he’s 
never taken into custody. 

Fortunately, the town’s 
sheriff grows a conscience just in time 
to declare to Guerrero, “We’re not your 
militia anymore,” as he saves the FBI 
team from the town’s residents. 

The show writers’ message 
is clear. If you’re a poor rural American 
who is wary of excessive government, 
you’re probably a mid-90's cliche of a 
militiaman, bitterly clinging to an illegal 
firearm and harboring a dangerous 
criminal for pay.

US takes aim at blasphemy 
laws, religious discrimination 

The Obama administration 
is highlighting concerns over laws 
against blasphemy and apostasy that 
limit religious freedom. 

The State Department said 
Wednesday that these laws, notably in 
Muslim countries, can abet passions 
that often encourage death sentences 
for the accused. 

The report noted particular 
problems with blasphemy laws in 
Afghanistan, Mauritania, Pakistan, 
Sudan and Saudi Arabia. 

About a quarter of the 
world's countries have blasphemy laws 
but they are often unenforced in non- 
Muslim states. 

Angola, Azerbaijan, Brunei, 
Eritrea, Myanmar, Russia and Vietnam 
were cited as having extremely 
restrictive registration laws for religious 
groups. 

The report also took aim at 
harassment, discrimination and 
violence that includes genocide against 
religious minorities, including 
Christians, being carried out by the 
Islamic State group in Iraq and Syria 
and Boko Haram in west Africa. And it 
noted actions against Sunni Muslims 
and minority sects in Iran, Shiite 
Muslims in Saudi Arabia and Bahrain, 
steps against Christians in China, anti- 
Semitism in parts of Europe and a total 
lack of religious freedom in North 
Korea. -AP August 10, 2016 

‘GunnyTime' host 
'blackballed' from Hollywood 

R. Lee Ermey, or "Gunny" 
as he prefers to be called, is best 
known for his role as Gunnery 
Sergeant Hartman in "Full Metal

turned actor told FOX411 while his 
Outdoor Channel reality show 
"GunnyTime" is in its second season, 
he can't seem to book any other gigs in 
Hollywood.

Conservative."

On the show, he 
gets to try out the biggest and baddest 
new military technology. 

One of the weapons 
featured on season 2 is a Humvee 
nicknamed the "Porcupine." 

"[It has] guns sticking out of 
it all over the place. There are five 
different guns... so it's just awesome. 
When you see this thing you'll sit there 
and say, 'My Jesus! Holy cow!'”

‘Jason Bourne’ Star Matt 
Damon Dreams of Gun 
Confiscation in America 

Action movie actor Matt 
Damon spent his Fourth of July 
weekend in Sydney, Australia, where 
he spoke to local media about the 
latest “Jason Bourne” film, as well as 
his views on gun control. 

The “Bourne” franchise star 
expressed his desire that the United 
States would conduct a massive 
confiscation of firearms akin to the 
1996 gun grab carried out by the 
Australian government. 

“You guys did it here in one 
fell swoop, and I wish that could 
happen in my country,” Damon said. 

The action star referred to 
the Dec. 12, 2012, Sandy Hook 
massacre in Newtown, Connecticut, 
where 20-year-old Adam Lanza 
executed his mother and 20 elementary 
school children. Lanza stole his 
mother’s legal firearms to carry out the 
attack. 

He said that mass 
shootings like Sandy Hook haven’t led 
to radical gun control, implying that a 
gun grab is the only viable solution.

Lawmaker taking on the FBI 
to protect your gun rights 

The FBI is using an 
administrative function to circumvent 
Congress, curtail the Second 
Amendment and impede Americans' 
right to due process, according to a 
lawmaker who has proposed legislation 
to end the practice. 

Rep. Tom Emmer, R-Minn 
in April proposed the Firearm Due 
Process Protection Act, which would 




define how the FBI is required to treat 
consumers who fail the National Instant 
Criminal Background Check System 
and are consequently denied the right 
to purchase a firearm. 

The proposal would require 
the FBI to make a determination on 
appeals within 60 days. Otherwise, 
aggrieved consumers would have the 
right to take the issue to court within 30 
days. And if the FBI fails to prove 
individual ineligibility in court, the 
agency's ruling would be reversed. 

Reasons for being turned 
down could range from mismatched 
fingerprints to inaccurate criminal 
histories in the database. Statistics the 
agency provided in 2014 suggested 
that 5 percent of rejections were 
overturned on appeal. 

Emmer said, "The 
government right now is also violating 
our right to due process. If you're on 
one of these lists, you should be able to 
know the reason you're being denied.’’

Mexicans have the right to 
own arms, but few do 

There’s just one place in all 
of Mexico where you can legally buy a 
gun. It’s tucked away an army base in 
the capital, staffed by soldiers. 

Mexico’s constitution 

guarantees citizens’ right to own a 
handgun and hunting rifles for self- 
defense and sport. Legally getting your 
hands on one, however, requires 
clearing a series of bureaucratic 
hurdles far stricter than in the U.S. and 
traveling great distances to reach the 
country’s lone gun store. 

Although gun ownership is 
enshrined in the constitution, the 
provision also empowers the 
government to regulate the types of 
weapons that are permitted and under 
what conditions. Mexicans can legally 
purchase one handgun for home 
protection, while members of hunting or 
shooting clubs can acquire up to nine 
rifles of no more than .30 caliber and 
shotguns up to 12 gauge, said the 
store’s manager, Col. Eduardo Tellez 
Moreno. 


Tellez would rather no one 
buy what he’s selling "because there 
could be accidents or worse due to the 
mishandling of weapons. It’s like having 
a match close to a fire. It’s an obligation 
of the state to provide security, not for 
you to take justice into your own 
hands.’’ 

Some people aren’t 
confident about authorities’ ability to 
provide security. 

At least six separate 
documents are required to buy a gun: a 
birth certificate, a letter confirming 
employment, proof of a clean criminal 
record from the attorney general’s 
office in the applicant’s home state, a 
utility bill with current address, a copy 
of a government-issued ID and a 
federal social security number. 

Gun owners must register 
every weapon they have, and people 
say it’s nearly impossible to secure a 
concealed carry permit, something 
that’s allowed in the majority of U.S. 
states. 

Many Mexicans perceive 
government security forces as unable 
to [protect them from heavily armed 
gangs that terrorize and extort people], 
and often actually being in cahoots with 
the cartels. Since 2013, civilian ‘‘self- 
defense’’ militias have sprung up in 
some rural areas. 

Yet, while Mexico has a 
homicide rate more than five times 
higher than in the U.S., there is no 
political push to ease firearm 
restrictions. 

“I think it’s a non-issue,’’ 
said Alejandro Hope, a security analyst 
in Mexico City. “The extreme liberal 
regime around gun control that exists in 
the United States is seen as a bizarre 
phenomenon. That carrying guns is 
seen as a major human right is 
bizarre.” 

On the black market, buyers 
get access to the same kind of high- 
caliber weapons used by cartels and 
can avoid paperwork, waiting periods 
and travel. 

For residents of Tijuana it’s 
much simpler to buy a gun that has 
been purchased in one of San Diego’s 
15 or so gun shops and smuggled into 


Mexico instead of going 1,700 miles to 
Mexico City.
